In his authoritative studies of 
American government, James Bryce, 
noted statesman and historian, re- | 
fers to the United States Supreme 
Court as “the living voice of the | 
Constitution.” j 

During recent weeks various mem- } 
bers of Congress have urged that | 
that voice be mufiled. i 

They propose that the power of 
the Supreme Court — the Judicial 
branch in our balanced system of 
government—hbe weakened, and much 
of its authority to interpret and 
safeguard the Constitution be trans- 
ferred to Congress — the Legislative 
branch. 

Is the proposal a wise one? Ap- 
parently not. Some of our ablest | 
Senators and Representatives oppose 
it on the floor of Congress itself. 
They believe that if the Supreme 
Court is weakened, our Constitution 
and Bill of Rights will be weakened 
with it. 

Nor are they alone in this convic- 
tion. It has been shared in the past, 
as in the present, by eminent lead- 
ers and students of the American 
system of government. Here are a 
few of their comments on the im- 
portance of the Judicial branch in 
ovr Constitutional system: 

“Considering the judicial system 
as the chief pillar upon which ,our 
national government must rest, I 
have thought it my duty to nomi- 
nate for the high offices in that de- 
partment such men as I conceived 
would give dignity and lustre to our 
national character.”—George Wash- 
ington. 

“The maintenance of the judicial 
power is essential and indispensable 
to the very being of this government, 
The Constitution without it, would 
be no Constitution — the Govern~ 
ment, no Government. ... The ju- 
dicial power is the protecting power 
of the Government.”—Daniel Web- 
ster. 

“So long as the Supreme Court 
maintains its lofty teachings, so long 
as its maxims of interpretation and 
the principles which underlie its 
work are understood and cherished 
by the loyal people of the land, so 
long will a pledge exist that the 
liberties of America will prove im- 
mortal.” — History of the Supreme 
Court—Carson. 

“The people must defend their 
Constitution. ... They must jeal- 
ously watch to see that no branch 
usurps the power of another, for, as 
Washington said, the concentration 
of power in one branch creates, 
‘whatever the form of government, a 
real despotism.’’—Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

Through a century and a half of 
our history the people, as well as 
their leaders, have had faith in the 
Supreme Court and its American 
motto: Equal Justice Under Law. 
That faith should be hard to destroy.

unsightly bill boards and signs. 

The revenue they bring to any- 
one owning property in this city is 
so small that it will not be missed 
at the end of the year. 

On the other hand bill boards are 
a menace to public safety, in 2s 
much as they take automobile driv- 
ers attention from the road while 
reading them, just long enough to 
kill or injure some little child or 
grownup. The are unsightly and 
detract from the scenic beauty of 
what is otherwise the most beautiful 
sport pn the entire peninsula, and 
last but not lease they interfere 
‘with the vision of both the traveler 
and the local resident. 
| These signs have been erected so 
close to the windows of a businss 
house as to shut off practically all 
of the light, thus causing the mer- 
chant much inconvenience, expense 
and final forcing him ts move to 
a new location. 

These signs also obscure the vis- 
ion of traveling motorists who are 
looking for a place to purchase a 
meal or other merchandise and thus 
the merchant, who pays a license 
for the right to do business in the 
city loses a sale, and is defrauded 
of the business he pays for the right 
to do, and said business goes to an- 
other city which does not allow the 
bill board on the streets and high- 
ways. 

Bill boards do not help ‘to in- 
crease the population of a city, they 
rather tend to decrease it.

Nearly two thousand miles from 


| the scene of the great Ohio Valley 


flood disaster, the American Legion 


in California still has not failed 


to fulfill its voluntary obligation 


to serve in peace as well as in 
furious onslaught of Nature «s 


grimly and effectively as the at- 


tack of human enemies. 


While Legionnaires of the water 


swept valleys, 40,000 strong, 
swung into action at the first 
threat of flood, saving lives, es- 


tablishing relief depots and evac- 
uating thousands of refugees, their 
comrades in California and in all 


other parts of the nation were 
preparing & “second defense” of 
food, supplies aad money. 

The prompt and efficient func- 
tioning of California posts is typ- 
ical of that of the 11,360 posts of 
the nation. Within a few hours 
after the call was issued, tne 
statewide task of raising funds 
to administer relief to flood vic- 
tims was under way. 

Legionnaires of the Disaster Re- 
trained and momentarily prepared 
to function wherever catastrophe 
may strike— have conclusively 
demonstrated their effectiveness, 
job on the flood front and in the 
background, working shoulder-to- 
shoulder with the Anierican Red- 
Cross. 

The significance of this new, ef- 
ficiently operating defense urmy 
cannot be overlooked by even the 
smallest community in the nation, 
for no community is immune from 
catastrophe of one scrt or another 
—whether flood, fire or earth- 
quake. The Legion reaches into 
nearly every city and town; 1ts 
members are on the ground, train- 
ed and ready to serve when trag- 
edy comes —freely, gladly—and 
with military precision. 

A long step has been taken to- 
word the Legion’s ideal of service 
in this rigorous. testing-out of its 
Disaster Relief organization. 

The nation may well be proud of 
these Modern Minute Men, com- 
prising a rescue force second only 
to the American Red Cross, and 
standing guard over American 
homes throughout the land.
